Washington, D. 0., Jan 21, '14 
—There are at present about 
tfo.OOO miles of tand clay roads 
in the United States, mainly in 
the Southern States, according 
to the ( Mlice of Public Roads, C. 
S. Department of Agriculture. 
The time to work the roads is in 
the Spring when the soil is 
damp. If the working of the 
roads is deferred until late in 
Summer when thay are dry, they 
are are not only much more dif- 
licult to put in proper shape but 
the cost of repair is greater 
than it they were worked early 
in the spring, 

Previous to 180-1 comparative- 
ly little, it any, of these roads 
existed. The popularity of this 
type of road is due to the facts 
that it is cheap, comparatively 
lirm and durable, easy to con- 
struct and repair, and that the 
materials out of which it is built 
are plentiful in many sections of 
the country. 

The sand-clay road is ma"de by I 
mixing the sand and elay in j 
such a way that the grains off] 
sand touch each other, the ; 
spaces between the grains being 
tilled with clay which acts as a 
binder. 

The approximate mixture of 
sand and clay may be determin- 
ed by tilling the vessel with a 
sample of the sand to be used, 
and another vessel of the same 
size with water. The water is 
poured carefully into the «aad 
until it reaches the point of 
overflowing. The volume of 
water removed from the second 
vessel represents approximately 
the proportion of clay needed. 

The proper proportion of jand 
and clay can best be determined, 
however, as the works progresses 



harrows while they are eompsra 
t ifeli dry. after which th'*J urr 
finally puddled with a harrow 
during wet weather. If clay 
works to the surface and the 
rosd becomes sticky, mere sand 
should be added. 

The road is then shaped, 
crowned, and ditched, in the 
usual manuer with a road ma- 
chine. This should be done when 
the surface it soft, yet stiff 
enough to peek veil onder the 
roller or the traffic. Wide but 
shallow ditches should be pro- 
vided on both sides of the road, 
and culverts or cross drains 
should be placed wherever water 
flows across the road, for it is ex- 
ceedingly important that the 
"sand on clay" roads be well 
drained. 

After the clay and seed, or the 
sand on clay, road is completed, 
it should be carefully maintain- 
ed until the surface becomes 
firm and and smooth. The con- 
struction of this type of road is 
by no Means a quick operation. 
If soft, sticky places appear, 
more sand should be added, and 
if loose, sandy places are found, 
more clay is needed. It is just 
as important to attend to these 
small details to any other part of 
the work, for, if they are neg- 
lected, the road is liable to fail.

A layer of 
clean sand is then usually added 
which is thoroughly mixed with 
the clay, either by traffic or by 
means of plows and disk or tooth 
harrows. 

The best results have been ob- 
tained by thoroughly mixing or 
puddling the materials when 
wet. For this reason, it is d s- 
sirable that the mixing be done 
in wet weather. The mixing 
can be left to the tram after the 
materials have been properly 
placed, but this involves a whole 
winter and spring of bad road, 
and even then the mixing is not 
always satisfactory. In all cases, 
it is advisable to dress the road 
road with a road machine or 
split-log drag after the materials 
have been thoroughly mixed, 
and to give it a crown of not 
more than one inch or less than 
three-quarters of an inch to the 
foot from the center to the sides.

Washington, .Fan. 30. — President 
Wilson delivered ihe following mes- 
sage today bt-fure a Joint session of 
the two houses of congress: 
"Gentlemen of the congress: 
"In my report On the State of the 
1 ' ii ion.' which I had the privilege of 
reading to you on the I hi of Decem- 
ber last, I ventured to reserve for 
discussion at a later date the subject 
of addltliin.il legislation regarding the 
very difficult and Intricate matter of 
trusts and monopolies The time now 
seems opportune to turp to that great 
question; not only becniise the cur- 
rency legislation, which absorbed your 
attention and the attention of the 
country in Ilcember. is now disposed 
of. but also because opinion appear* 
to be clearing about us with singular 
rapidity In this other great field of 
anion In the matter of the currency 
It cleared suddenly and very happily 
after the much-debated ucl was 
passed: in respect to the monopolies 
which have multiplied about us and In 
regard to the various, means by which 
they haw In en organized and main- 
tained. It seeing to be coming to a 
clear and all but universal agreement 
la anticipation of our action, iih If by 
the wny of preparation, making the 
way easier to see and easier to set 
out upon wllh confidence and without 
confusion of counsel. 

Business of Interpretation.

of some whole field of business. Suf- 
ficient time should be .allowed, of 
course.

"Much a prohibition will work much 
more than a mere negative good by 
correcting the serious evils which 
have arisen becuuso.'for example, the 
men who have been tb.e directing 
spirits of the great* Investment banks 
have usurped the place which belongs 
to Independent Industrial management 
working in Its behoof. It will bring 
new men. new energies, a new spirit 
or Initiative, new blood into the man- 
agement of our great business enter- 
prises. It will open the field of in 
dust rial development and origination 
to scores of men who have been 
obliged to serve when their abilities 
entitled them to direct.

' Other questions reniuln which will 
need very thoughtful mid 
treatment Knterprises, in these mod- 
ern days 01 great Individual fortunes, 
are oftentimes Interlocked, not by 
being under the control of the same 
directors, but by the fact that the 
greater part of their corporate stock 
is owned by a single person or group 
of persons w ho are In some way iu- 
tlmatcly reluted in interest 

Holding Companies. 

We are agreed, 1 take it, that hold- 
ing companies should be prohibited, 
but what of the controlling private 
ownership of individuals or actually 
cooperative groups of Individuals* 
Shall the private owners of capital 
stock be suffered to be then/selves In 
effect holdall;; MMJMiMl Wi- do not 
wish, I suppose. Id forbid tin- pur- 
chase of storks by any person w ho 
pleases to buy them In roch qunntl 
ti-'s us be ean afford, or in any way 
arbitrarily to llm't the sale of stock* 
to bonatide purchasers Sha'l we re 
quire the owners of stock, when their 
voting power 1n several MMMMM 
which ought tit be Independent of on- 
another would constitute actual c«vn- 
trol. to make selection In which of 
them thev will exercise their right to 
vote?
